Mires. Atkins’ Struggle for Her Rights 
asa Wife.

Lonpon, May 2.—Nearly twenty-five years ago 
Henry Atkins and Rebecca Crittenden were 
married at Fingal and lived together as man 
and wife up to 1865, when they separated. A 
small sum of money was allowed Mrs. Atkins 
for her maintenance. The grant was continued 
for a period of four years and a half, when it 
was withdrawn. During these four years At- 
kins continued to live at Fingal. he loaned 
money at heavy rates of irterest, until his al- 
ready large wealth increased into many thou- 
sands of dollars. In 1871 Mrs. Atkins removed 
to Northern Michigan and worked at menial 
employment. Within a year after Mrs. Atkins 
left her hus collected together 
000 and forwaraed the money to 
Lincoln, Neb., where it was loaned out. 
In the spring of 1876 he himself went to Lincoin, 
and ip fall of the same year he obtained a 
decree of divorcee from his wife in the Lancas- 
ter County Court. Mrs. Atkins knew nothing of 
the divorce, and. it is claimed. was not even 
aware her husband had removed from Fingal. 
In February, 1878, Mrs. Atkius, learning he bad 
obtained a divorce, removed from Michigan to 
Nebraska, filed a petition to set the divorce 
aside, which was done, and the action of the 
Judge sustained by the Supreme Court. She 
next filed ber answer and cross-petition for di- 
vorce and alimony, ana has just obtained a ver- 
dict awarding her $7,500.

The Western Indiana Difficulty in Way 
of Settlemeut. 

The special committee of the Council ap- 
pointed to consider the various propositions for 
the settlement of the Western Indiana muddle 
held a meeting yesterday in the Mayor's office.

m. The proposed compromise will involve the 
cession of the rights of the railroad between 
Polk and Van Buren streets, the placing of the 
terminus at Polk street, and the grant on the 
part of the city of land for switching and freigat 

ards south of Sixteenth street and between the 

ke Shore tracks and the river. While no den- 
pit proposition was made on either side, is was 
nuderstood that this basis of compromise would 
be satisfactory to all concerned. 


Tho Chicago & Hlue Island Elevated 
Road, 

A reporter of Tae TRIBUNE was instructed to 
call upon Mr. E. J. Fellows, the resident mana- 
ger of the Chicago & Blue Island Elevated Rail- 
way, and ascertain what progress thefcompany 
were making towards the building of their line. 

Mr. Fellows, who has just returued from New 
York, was found at his office, No. 126 Washing - 
ton street. When asked what prospect there 
was for an elevated railroad in Chicago, he said: 
Tune company was organized and the stock was 
all taken by parties in New York. We 
are only waiting for the Board of Trustees of 
the Town of Lake to give us the right 
of way tùrouru, that town, when we will immedi- 
ately commence buijding the road, I put in an 
application previous to my departure for New 
York, not designating any particular route, but 
I agree to furnish a petition from a majority of 
the property-owners along the line. I am not 
particular as to the route, unless they restrict 
me to some line west of Western avenue. I 
should prefer to come in on State street or 
Wentworth avenue. The company have already 
been granted the right of way through Calumet 
on the line of Centre avenue. We are will- 
ing to go through the Town of Lake 
on tbe same line. We desire to enter the 
city in the vicinity of State street. I sball be 

resent at the next meetmg of the Board of 
— and try to secure the right of way at 
that meeting. I have been informed by one of 
the members of the Hyde Park Board that I 
would probably have no trouble iu setting the 
right of way through that town, but I prefer to 
come through the town of Lake if I can.” 

“What do you estimate the cost of your road 
willbe?” © 

“Forty thousand dollars per mile fully 
equipped, which will,inelude four trains of a 
locomotive and four cars each: that is provided 
we get our right ot way free.” 

“What system or patent will you use?“ 

“Bartholomew & Ranney’s. There are none 
of this system in use in this country, but there 
are a number of them in operation in Europe. 
I will explain the system and working of we 
road to you.” 

Mr. Fellows bere produced a rough wooden 
model and proceeded with his expianation. The 
track will rest on a qe timber up- 
right one foot square, which will be placed on a 
stone foundation, with lateral supports im- 
bedded in six feet of concrete and rubibe stone. 
The track can be made of timber, but we sball 
use iron. The uprigbts will be eighteen feet high 
and twenty feet apart, with spans for crossing 
streets sixty feet if necessary, with draws for 
the purpose of allowing the moving of bouses 
when reguired. The car will run on a Trail set 
in the centre of the uprights. About two-thirds 
of the weight of the car and locomotive will 
run on two wheels in the front and rear of each.

“ We expect that when we show bow little ob- 
struction our road will be to view and 
traffic of the streets that there will be 
but little opposition to it, and we are in 
hopes to get the right of way down State street, 
but if we fail in this we can come down the 
alley between State street and Wabash avenue. 
We have made no effort to obtain a right of way 
into the city, and will not until we decide upon 
— entrance into southern limits of the 
city.” 

How soon do you expect to have the road in 
operation?” 

“ We bave already made a contract for build- 
ing the road, and will commence as soon as the 
right of way through the Town of Lake is pro- 
cured, It will take three or four months to get 
the material all here, and we shall be in running 
order inside of nine months, if we have no fur- 
ther trouble in getting our right of way.“ 

The reporter saw gentiemen who had exam- 
ined the plans, and they say the road can be 
built very cheaply, and see mo reason why it 
should not be a success.

THE DEBATE ON THE COURT OF AP-

Senator Morgan of Alabama, delivered 
one of his long-winded speeches yesterday 
in opposition to the Court-of-Appeals bill in- 
troduced by Judge Davis. The burden of 
Morgan’s complaint was that the bill pro- 
posed to give two District Judges in 


‘each circuit a place in the Appellate Court. 


Morgan believed that many of the District 
Court Judges in the Southern States were 
not qualified in character or attainment to 
discharge the duties of thé positions they 
now hold, much less to occupy seats on an 
Appellate bench. The Alabama Senator has 
a personal grievance against one or more of 
the District Judges of his own State, on ac- 
count of their decisions in election cases, and 
he plainly showed the animus of his com- 
plaints in the course of his speech. It is not 
thought he will be able to obstruct the pas- 
sage of the bill in the Senate. 

Another and possibly“& more serious ob- 
jection to the bill was found in the commit- 
tee amendment striking out the original pro- 
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permitted to do so without payment in full 
of all arrears. This poli-tax has been used“ 
iu Virginia to disfranchise the negroes as 
effectively as the tissue-ballot in South Caro- 
Una and the shotgun in Mississippi.

AN ANOMALY IN BUSINESS. 

It is the most astonishing thing that labor 
strikes continue to be reported from various 
parts of the country, based upon the demand 
for higher wages. Such a demand at this 
time is not only an anomaly in political 
economy, but a failure in practice. If the 
country had recently felt the shock of a 
panic, and loss of employment and the suf- 
fering of families were goading the working 
classes to desperation, then reports of strikes,

lock-outs, and disturbances might be ex- 


pected. If the manufacturing and trans- 
portation interests were booming and the 
proprietors were making enormoys ‘profits, 
it could be readily understood that the labor- 
ing classes would demand a larger share 
of the earnings, and thatresistance on the 
partofemployers would precipitate a conflict. 
But neither of these conditions exists. On the 
contrary, the workingmen, as a whole, haye 
had abundant employment at good wages 
during the past two years, and are more com- 
fortable in circumstances than for many 
years previously. At the same time, the 
capital of the country has had a warning 
that development and production have been 
somewhat overdone, and that enterprise must 
be relaxed. On the one hand, labor has no 
reasonable claim upon higher wages, and, on

Davis Strait, and a second in the South 
Arctic Zone, on the Island of Georgia. The 
expedition to the south will be headed by 
Dr. Schrader, of the Hamburg Observatory, 
and the northern party by Dr. Giese, for- 
merly first assistant to Prof. Helmholtz. 
These expeditions leaye Europe early in 
June. It is somewhat curious that England 
takes no part in this great work. The Stand- 
ard does not attempt to explain it, except by 
saying that pure science is not so much the 
work of the Admiralty or of the geogra- 
phers as of the Royal Society, which has 
given no intimation of its desire to contrib- 
ute to the enterprise now set on foot by 
Austria, Denmark, Holland, Germany, Rus- 
sia, and the United States.“ 

The reports from these allied expeditions 
will be awaited with great interest, as they 
can hardly fall to add immensely to our 
knowledge of the topography, @hysics. and 
natural history of the Arctic regions, which 
have been hitherio neglected because ex- 
pforations have been made for naval glory 
rather than scientifie knowledge, and also 
because nearly all ef them have failed to 
come back. The results of one year of such 
observations as we have described will be of 
more value than all the voyages that have 
been made in the last three centuries after 
the North Pole.

Aone the experiments recently made by 
tne Messers.

It is said that 
this shell solves a problem which bas long been 
studied by artillerists- namely: to obtain a mis- 
alle which, after piercing the object it hits, will 
explode with the same effects as a torpedo. 
Among the new guns experimented with was a 
pivot-cannon, which it is expected will make a 
commotion in naval circles.

fixed N fight down into the hoid of 
the vessel, where it is turned, and so moves with 
it the cannon above in any direction. This con- 
trivance, it is asserted, quite obviates any re- 
bound, even after the firing of a heavy charge. 
It also contributes greatly to insure the success 
of aim, and at the same time gives increased ve- 
locity to the projectile, The pivotsystem may, 
it is stated, even when the guns are of a la 
bpore—such as thirty, thirty-five, or forty centi- 
métres—be employed for the equipment of 
small gunboats, it is estimated that the cost 
and equipment of each of these pivot gunboats 
would not be more than a tenth of a large 
frizate, and it is insisted that they would be far 
more effective instruments of destruecuon, on 
account of their swiftness and the facility with 
which they are managed.

PIRATES ON THE WEST COAST. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New Yor, May 2.—The bark Cardenas, bring- 
ing ivory, barwood, paim-oil, and rubber from 
the coast of Africa, reached this port today. and 
the master reported a piece of piratical work 
that took place while his vessel was iying at 
Gaboon. Gaboon isa French navai town at the 
mouth of the Gaboon River, on the west const 
of Africa. Forty-five miles up the river, where 
the River Como joins it, is the Island of Ningi 
Ningi, upon which is a trading-post of the 
same name. The Pangways and Bakalilas, 
trading uvatives, live slong the dank 
of the Como, and the craft of 
the traders go up the river to exchange clothes, 
ammunition, implements, ete., with them for 
ivory, palm-oll, barwood, ebony, and rubber. 
The ist of March some of the Pangways and 
Bakallas boarded a French trader's cutter of 
eighteen or twenty tons burden on the Como, 
and, driving off the crew of six or eight, 

PLUNDERED PHE VESSEL. 

The Colonial Government at Gaboon sent out 
troops, who found the cutter at Ningi Ningi in 
possession of the natives. An encounter 
eueued, in which a French surgeon was 
killed and three soldiers were injured. 
The troops were obliged to retire, and 
the traders led from Ningi Ningi to save their 
lives, The Government puta blockade on the 
Gaboon, and trade with the rivers emptying into 
it was entirely suspended when Capt. Yates 
sailed, March 7. It was thought at that time that 
when the wants of the natives became pressing 
from a lack of supplies they would turn over the 
piraticail crew that seized the cutter to the au- 
thorities to have trading operations resumed. If 
the offenders are found they may be shot.

A 
messenger from the missionary station at 
Baraka was captured while going across the 
country, and killed and eaten, 
PIRATES ON THE WEST COAST.

It 1 tind this bypothesis confirmed 
you will go to the Washingtonian Home; if not, 
you will pay your fine or go to the bridewell.“ 

O'Neil was not the only victim of the opium 
habit brought inte court yesterday. Henry Me- 
Laughiin, an eater of drug. who has been 
liviag with a woman named Emma Whitteford 
at 333 West Madison street, was sent to the 
Bridewell by Justice Waish under a fine of $50. 
Officer Dudley. of the Humane Society, was the 
complainant, and he*stated that the woman with 
whom Mciaugblin was living was a courtesan, 
but had recently fallen beir to considerabie 
property through the death of her mother, who 
died of excessive drinking and debility a bort 
time ago. The woman, however, is suffering 
from a loathsome disease, and is so stupefied 
from the use of opium as to be unable to bangle 
ber property, and under the advice of Judge 
Knickerbocker a conservatur of the estate will 
be asked for. The pair had become intolerabie 
nuisances in the neighborhood on account of 
the drunken revels participated in by them- 
selves and others of their ilk.

We 
ha ve not yet bad a warm thunder shower, which 
here is the sure barbinger of spring, after which 
all Nature bursts forth at once. The air is 
fragrant with fruit blossoms. Apples promise a 
good crop, cherries and plums are covered with 
whiteness, peaches, for which we had to depend 
ou our neighbors last year, will be plucked at 
home this.

He longs for the days 
of u apples and when be can climb the back 
high-board fence before Sunday- school time.

A Backward Spring at Danviile, III.

The Pioneer Three- Masters of the Great 
Lakes. 

A few days ago the Milwaukee Sentinel printed 
an item to the effect that the first three- masted 
schooner on the lakes was the Luther Wright, 
built at Huron, O., in 1946, and wrecked at Port 
Colborne in 184. Capt. Jasper Humphrey, 
whose lake experience dates back to 1830, de- 
murs to the correctness of this statement. Capt. 
Humphrey asserts that the first three-masted 


‘fore-and-aft rig vessel on the lakes was the Oy- 


nunga, built on Grand Isiand, in Niagera River, 
in 1835. The Oynunga was afterward altert d 
into a hermaphradite brig. In the same vear 
the La Porte, rigged as a three-masted topsall 
schooner, was built and launched at Buffalo. 
The La Porte was commanded by Capt. Canaler, 
of Marblehead. About the same period a tnree- 
masted topsail schoover pa the Neptune 
was built and launched at Cleveland. She 
was afterward aitered igto a 

brig, and while under the 

Capt. Joha Sims stranded near 

water with a full cargo of merchanh- 
dise on board, and was buried in the quicksands. 
Capt. Sims and his crew eseaped trom the ship- 
wrecked vessel so badly frost- bitten that several 
of them, the Captain ineluded, had to submit to 
amputation. Inasmuch as Capt. Humphrey sel- 
dom goes astray on the early history of lake 
navigation, the data furnisbed by him may ve 
accepted as reasopably correct.

AMERICAN MISSIONS IN ASTA. 

Mrs. W. T. Bainbridge addressed a large audi- 
ence in the lecture-room of the Becond Baptist 
Church last evening on missionary work in Asia. 
The lady gave a graphie account of what bad 
fallen under ber personal observation iu India, 
China, Japan, and Syria, and showed how much 
good the American missionaries were doing in 
these distant lands. In Japan and other 
countries in Asia she found -that the 
women and children were the principal 
worshipers in the tempies dedicated. to 
idols, tne men always being in the minority. 
The women were cramped, treated as interior 
beings, especiaily in China and India, where 
they were married very young through the 
bargaining of a go-between, while in Burmah 
they were freer, and marriage was a sort of a 
legal partnersnip, in which the husband and 
wife worked togetber and divided the profits. 
The Buddbist priests were supported by the 
charitable gifts of women. he way to do 
etfective Christian work among. those idol 
worshipers was to reach the mothers in their 
abodes, and establish schools for the children. 
This was a class of work that could be done only 
by the lady missionaries, who alone were 
permitted to visit the women in their 
houses. In Japan the women were al- 
ready so advanced as to ask for suffrage. 
In China they were very ignorant and few could 
read. The first question they asked would be, 
Have you got a mother-in-law?’ Yet many 
of them were forsaking Pagan for Coristian 
worship. The lecturer said the lady missiona- 
ries, among whom were Miss Howard, who saved 
the life of the wife of the first Chinaman in the 
Kingdom, and Miss Field, in China, and Miss 
Higby. formerly of Chicago, in Burmah, where 
sbe drew the children to her like a magnet, were 
all doing noble work and deserved their strongest 
support. The lecture was pleasingly delivered, 
and was listened to attentively throughout,

BURYING THE SMAIA-POX DEAD. 

Commissioner De Wolf was asked yesterday 
with reference to Aid. Altpeter’s inquiry on the 
question of the burymg of persons of 
small-pox. He said the ordinances were such 
that the city was compelied to “take charge” 
of all persons having the small-pox, and once 
having “charge” of them it was its duty to 
bury them, except where the relatives were able 
to bear the expense. The inquiry bad been 
raised, be said, because he bad refused to 
bury several bodies recently at the public ex- 
pense, for the reason that he kuew the friends 
were abundantly able to bury them, and this 
had reached the Alderman's ear.

The Committee on Roads and Bridges had 
a conference yesterday afternoon with the 
Board of Trustees of the Town of Jefferson in 
regard to laying a railroad track from the sta- 
tion at Jefferson to the Insane Asylum and Poor 
House. The town was represented by Trustees 
Titley, Moran, Hoicomb, and Reiderburg. The 
county wants to bulld a dummy or horse rail- 
way line to carry its freight on cars to the insti- 
tution. The line proposed runs on Eastman 
street to Austin avenue, thence south on Austin 
avenue to Montrose boulevard, along which it 
will be run to the north line of the county farm. 
The town authorities wanted the county to 
build the road, lay! a flat rail instead of the 
T rail, but tne couuty canoot use the former. 
The object of the road is toshift the freight-cars 
from the railroad to the farm without unload- 
ing. The committee and the County Board are 
willing to abandon steéam-power, but they want 
to use T rails. Tne county will gravel the street 
and make a good roadway for the peopie. The 
estimated cost of the railroad is about $29,000, 
which will equip it and put it in first-class run- 
ning order. There was no decision arrived at, 
and another conference will be held Tuesday. 
If no agreement is made the county will remove 
its poor farm, buying land neara ratroad.

FROM THE ANTIPODES. 
A DISTINGUISHED DELEGATION FROM NEW 
ZEALAND. : 
At the Grand Pacific there is domiciled a 
party of distinguished people from New Zealand, 
who are traveling through this country and to 
Europe on pleasure and business combined. 
Among them are M. L. Rodgers of Invercargill, 
Mr. Charles Pharrazyn and family of Welling- 
ton, Mr. Herman Nashelski of Dunedin, and Mr. 
M. Hayman of the same place. Mr. Rodgers 
represents the teading book, stationery, and 
general notion house in the colony. Mr. Nasb- 
elski is accompanied by his wife and daughter, 
and is a leading merchant. Mr. Pharrazyu is 
accompanied by his wife and six of his children. 
He is a large wool-grower and wealthy capital- 
ist. Mr. Hayman js a member of the very ex- 
tensive firm of P. Hayman & Co., of Birming- 
ham, England, Melbourne, Australia, aud the 
Cape. These gentiomen are all observers, and 
are charmed with what they have 80 
far seen in this country, but they marvel 
at Chicago and its wonderful greatness. A 
TRIBUNE reporter last evening bad a brief talk 
with Mr. Rodgers. He said that times at pres- 
ent were good in the Colony of New Zealand. 
Aukland was its capital, but Wellington at pres- 
ent was the seat of Government. The country 
is pretty well opened up by hucdreds of miles 
of railways. Aukland now contains about 
0.000 people. Dunedin has a buladon of 
40,000, and Christ Church 35,000. e latter is an 
Eugiish settlement, and tne two last named are 
the leading cities. Aukland was gome ahead 
now, though for some time it had been growing 
slowly. New Zeuland eodured hard times up to 
ubout twelve months o but now everything 
was booming there. hat the colouy wauted 
was immigration. Land was plenty. It was 
sold by the Government at % hill an acre, 
which was equal to about $17.00. It could be 
bought upon deferred payments at the rate of a 
halt a crown per acre per annum. There 
is gold mining and large coal-ficids 
were being developed. Living was compara- 
tively cheap. There is an abundance of timber, 
including red, black, and Kauri pine, which is 
something like mabogapy.. Crope of wheat 
averaged from forty to sixty busheis to the acre. 
Everything in the shape of frum or vegetabies 
could be ruised in the colony. Laborers were 
needed there. Common laborers commanded 
eight Bnglsb shilimgs for eight hours’ work; 
curpenters, twelve to fifteen shillings a day. 
Bricklayers and plasterers commanded still 
bigber wages. Clerks’ wages ranged from £150 
to £200 per year. Mr. Rogers is quite a literary 
mau and an observer. He goes from bere 
through Europe, and thence on a trip around 
the worid to his far distant home. 80 far he is 
picased with what be bas seen, and likes Ameri- 
can hospitality.

The Bond-Forger Wants Another 
Postponement for Alleged 
Iliness. 


A Slight Cough Not Regarded as 
Sufficient Cause for Fur- 
ther Delay. 


The Defendant Is Then Brought 
In and a jury Im- 
paneled. 


Yesterday morning the second trial of James 
B. Doyle, in wuose possession were found some- 
thing like $100,000 worth of forged Government 
bonds, was calied in the United States District 
Court before Judge Dyer. Judging from tne 
peculiar actions and devices of the defendant 
in endeavoring to delay his bearing, he is evi- 
dently very rejuctant to have bis case case go 
out ot court. He has given the United States 
considerable trouble, and yesterday another 
pretext to postpone the trial was brought in, 
but it did not work, and a jury was selected and 
the tak of hestimony | will be begun this 
morn he facts of yie's arrest and first 
trial are brietly as follows: 

In October, 1880, Doyle was arrested on suspi- 
cion here as he was getting off a train from the 
East, In his gripsack were found a quantity of 
Government bonds, amounting to about $250,000, 
which proved to be counterfeits, and also some 
$53,000 in currency. He bad been “shadowed” 
from New York, where he had had some myste- 

rious relations with the forger Brockway and 
others of that votorious This led to the 
shadowing of the man. The’ bonds were call 
bonds on which the interest bad expired, and 
were admirabie counterfeits. Doyle had always 
borne a good character.as a reputable farmer 
and dealer. After many delays, during which 
Doyle was out on bail of $25,000, the trial came 

fore Judge Blodgett on June 2 last, and 
dragwed along for a good many days. He was 
found guilty Dy a jury, and his sentence fixed at 
a term of imprisonment ip the penitentiary. An 
informality in the manner of rendering the ver- 
dict was made the ya tor a now trial, which 
was granted by Judge Drummend. 

When the case was called yesterday morning 
Judge tangs, Dayle s attorney, 442 
that his client was lying ill in his pe at he 
Tremont House, and was 

UNABLE TO COME OUT. 
This statement did not appear to satisfy Judge 
Dyer, and he ordered one of the Marshals to 
employ a physician, visit the alleged sick man, 
examine iuto bis physical condition, and report 
back to the Court.

THE RIVER'S MYSTERY. 


— — 


No Positive identification of the Body 
Found Saturday—No Indications of 
Foul Play. 

It is by no means certain that the body found 
inthe river at the foot.of Lumber street Sat- 
urday is that of Capt. Thomas Nelson, of the 
schooner Lronsides, as was supposed by five 
vf his friends who identified the corpse 
Monday. Nelson disappeared Aprii 6, after 
having drawn $504 from a bank. He owneda 
Mquarter interest’ in the schooner, on which he 
had paid $500, giving a mortgage for the balance 
to Mr. A. H. Petrie, of Muskegon, who owns 
the other three-quarters. The vessel left 
Muskegon April 4 and arrived here 
the following day. On the 6th William Ripley & 
Son gave Nelson a check for $300 and Marsn 
Bros. & Ransom one for. $204 for freight. He 
drew the money and then disappeared. Nelson 
was a model sailor—didn’t. drink, never 

had been thoroughly. honest, and 

bad associates, His partner 

and those for whom he did carrying could not 
believe it possible that be had run away with 
the money. Suspecting foul play, they 
employed a detective to find soure 
trace of him. The officer, however, 
after. a patient investigauon, came to 
the conclusion that he had skipped. He 
learned that Nelson had a brother in Oregon, 
from whom he recéived letters, and who 
was anxious that he should come there; 
that he had told a woman at his board- 
ing-house that he was sorry he had 
put bis cash into the vessel. None of these let- 
ters were found among bis effects, though there 
were a number of others from his people in 
Norway. Of the $504 he was known to have, all 
but $825 belonged to him, so, if he cleared out, 
he left $175 behind. But he bad received as 
wages €300 for three months work. When the 
floater was fou Saturday, and some one 
said it was the body of Nelson, a dozen 
people who knew him went to the 
morgue. Mr. Ripley, Mr. Petrie, and a cook who 
had served on the Ironsides were positive that 
the deceased was not Nelson, who bad a square 
forehead and chin whiskers, while the p man 
bad a sloping forebead and a viean chin. ere 
were some points of resemblance, but they were 
immaterial. These gentlemen were the last 
ones known to have seen Nelson be- 
fore his disappearance. On the other 
hand, Mr. L. Hausen, with whom Nelson had 
boarded last winter, H. Older, who had slept 
with bim, and three other persons were satisfied 
that the remains were his. None of the five, 
however, bad seen Nelsomfor several weeks, so 
it is very likely that they are wrong. 

It will be remembered t those who removed 
the body from the river found upon it 
what they believed to be a bullet wound 
and several knife-cuts. Owing to this, 
they Jumped to the conclusion that a murder had 
been committed, and the fact that the supposed 
dead man was almost nude and his money was 
missing strengthened their theory. But the 
post-mortem yesterday showed that no bullet 
nad entered the head, and that we cuts were 
made by a blunt instrument.

GAMBLING IN GRAIN. 


What the New York Senate Committee 
Is Finding out—Mere Light on Cor- 
ners and Futureé—Some Widely Di- 


ferent Opinions. 

New York, Apri! 30.—The special Senate com- 
mittee which is invested with the duty of eluci- 
dating the darkness of corners and the mys- 
terious uncertainties of futures for the ben- 
efit of their fellow-members of the Legislature 
held an interesting session in the Metropolitan 
Hotel yesterday afternoon. The scope of their 
investigation is limited to the above-named 
methods so far as they relate to food-products 
only. Chairman Boyd and Senator Browning 
were in attendance, leaving Senator Pitts to be 


accounted for. 4 

Mr. Isaac H. Reed, a former President of the 
Produce Exchange, who testified upon a pre- 
vious occasion, asked leave to modify some 
statements which he was reported as having 
made, and then went on to say that he thought 
any legislative interference with the produce 
trade as at present conducted would result 
narmfully. The system of future sales was one 
with immense oem as well as one which 
was liable to abuses. The farmer, for instance, 
when prices were bigh, could make a sale of his 
grain to advantage before the harvest, and 
should not be prohibited from so doing. On the 
other hand, if some persons believed that wheat 
would be higber or lower at a certain aime they 
were entitled to make option sales or purchases, 
Men, he said, were intent on making money, and 
they made it in various ways. 

Q.—What effect would legislation to prevent 
future sales have upon the business of the Prod- 
uce Exchange? A.—It might decrease the vol- 
ume of business, unless in some way the law 
was evaded. 

Q.—Would tt affect the pecuniary interests of 
members of the Produce Exchange? A.—lIt 
might do so to a considerable extent; all these 
future sales are made on commission, and it 
would leave littie profit fer domg the business if 
futures eould no — — be dealt in. 

Mr. Charles Partridge, a four merchant at No. 
43 Front street, and a member of the Produce 
Exchange, came before the committee amply 
fortified with tables of figures and chapters of 
facts to substantiate his assertion that coruers 
and the practice of dealing in futures was dis- 
astrius to the produce trade and to the public 
welfare. He said that the spot or cash sales 
constituted only asmall part of the total ro- 
corded sales in this and other markets, and read 
the following tabie, representing the sales of 
wheat, spot and option, at the New York Produce 
Exchange from July. 1879, to the present time.

A.— Well, there ise a com- 
bivation of moneyed men in New York, Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee, Buffaiv, Cievetand and other 
cities whose members perfectly understand 
each other, who buy grain largely. store it, and 
absolutely control the crop and the market. 
The deal in futures and make mouev. 

Q.—Do their practices increase the prices of 
the necessaries of lite? A.—They%do, undoubt- 
ediy. They make the prices. Let me give 
you an example. in the early part of 
October, 1878, red winter wheat sold at 
en per bushel, and by the efforts 
of these speculators merely the same wheat 
at the end of the same montb sold tor $1.60. 
It ruins legitimate business. I never have dealt 
in futures,and I never will, but I and many 
other mercants are almost ruined by the prac- 
tices of the speculators. We are at the wercy 
of these men, wbo may overturn the market 
prices when they please. Millers and grain 
merchants never know what the next day may 
bring forth. Legitimate business cannot turive 
in competition with gambling. 

Q.—You call this speculation gambling? A.—1 
don’t see what else you ¢an call it. Sometimes 
grain goes through the hands of fifty men in 

assing from the producer to the consumer, 

ach one of the hf ty expects to make sometbing 
outofit. Not a kernel of the grain is delivered, 
nor is it understood that it will be; itis a mere 
method of betting. Fiour forthe pust three 
years has been from $1 to $2 a barrel bigher 
than it would have been if tuts gambiing bad 
not been rmitted. The strikes of laboring 
men, of which we hear so much, are the effect 
of unhealitby speculation. Workingmen do not 
know what ails them, but this is what it is. 

Q.—By what per cent do you suppose the price 
of wheat has been thus raised above its natural 
price? A.— Well. 50 cuts a bushel. 

Q.—Do the producers profit by the system of 
future sales! A.— No, sir. The farmers and the 
millers of the country are just as much opposed 
to it as lam. 

Lan you give the committee a striking ex- 
ample of the extent to which prices of food 
products bave been affected by speciiators? 
A.—The price of pork was made to jump from 
8 to 16 cents a pound. 

Q.—On whom does the cost of speculation de- 
voive? A.—On every mau who is compelled to 
eat these products; on the poor of the country 
it falis heaviest. 

Q.—. What is the effect of this business on the 
transportation interests of the country? A.— 
Sometimes the railroads have more than they 
can handle and sometimes they have no grain at 
all to carry. 

Q.—Whatisa“put’? A.—When I give you, 
say S100, for the option of delivering so many 
busbeis ot grain to vou at a certain price and 
withins certain time. 

Q.--What isa“ call”? A.—When I give you 
that amount for the option of calling on you for 
80 many bushels ata certain price and within a 
certain time. 

Q.—Then itis your settled opinion that ille- 


‘gitimate grain speculation is opposed to publio 


policy? A.—Yes, sir, and to public morals: our 
country is strewn more than any other ou earth 
with the wrecks of sucb speculation. 

Q.— What, in your opinjon, should the Legisia- 
ture do in regard to it? A.—It should fix a pen- 
aity of fine or imprisanment for the offeuces of 
dealing in the food products of the country— 
which are the life of the country—iliegitimately,
